RESOLUTION 

New Delhi, the 27th July, 1995 

S.o. 675(E).— The Government of India had 
announced a new Textile policy on 6th June, 1985. The objective® 
with regards to Handloom Sector in the Textile Policy are at 
Schedule - I. The Policy has now been in operation for more than 
ten years. The overall Te: tile scenario has undergone substantial 
change in this period. There is a need to assess the extent to 
which these objectives have been achieved. The Handloom r Mill 
Sector have been facing competition from the growing powerloom 
sector. While production in the mill sector has declined, handloom 
sector has shown growth. The budget provisions in handloom sector 
have been increased substantially during last few years. There 
is now a need to assess the impact of the schemes which are being 
implemented for the handloom sector. In order "‘or the handloom 
sedtor to grow and retain its pre-eminent position as one of the 
largest employer in the unorganised sector, it is essential to 
devise measures that capitalise on its inherent strengths 
pertaining to design development, shill upgradation, eco-friendly 
process etc. Export potential for . .. this sector has 

also to, be suitably exploited. Keeping these in view, it has been 
decided to set up a Committee with the following terms of reference* 

1) Assess the extent to which the objectives of the Textile 

Policy, 1985 have been .achieved by the handloom sector; 

ID Assess the impact of various schemes which are being 

Implemented in the handloom sector; 

:lii) Assess the threats and opportunities facing the handloom 

sector and devise ways s. means to capdtalise on the 
opportunities and in particular recommend comprehensiye 
support necessary to achieve a quantum jump in exports. 

iv> Make a comprehensive assessment of the bottlenec7ts 

in the way of development of the handloom sector in 
all areas including input supplies, credit support. 
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production technology, design availability, 
organisational structure, marketing support, exports 
etc, and to recommend (a) measures to promote rapid 
development of & handloom sector, (b) measures for 
its growth in an economically viable manner. 


2. The Committee will consist of the members shown in 

the Schedule - II annexed herewith. 


3. The Committee shall submit it3 report within 

a period of six mcnths. 


4. The Committee will formulate its own procedure of 
working. 

5. The expenses on TA and if any, will be borne by 
the respective departments in respect of Government officials. 
Whereas non-officials will be entitled to claim TA and da as 
per O.M. NO.F.6(26)-E.IV/59 dated 5th September, i960 of the 
Ministry of Finance (Department of Expenditure) as amended from 
time to time.

Special efforts would be made to ensure adequate 
availability of yam and other raw materials to the 
handloom sector. The infrastructure for procurement 
.and supply of such inputs at reasonable prices to 
the handloom weavers shall be strengthened through 
the operations of the National Handloom Development 
Corporation and the State level handloom agencies; 

The production of mixed and blended fabrics on 
handlooms shall be encouraged with a view to 
improve the wages and earnings of the weavers; 

Protection to handlooms will be provided by reserving 
articles for their exclusive production in the handloom 
sector under the ‘Handloom (Reservation of Articles for 
Production) Act, 1935". The provisions of this Act 
shall be strictly enforced and. the machinery for doing 
so shall be suitably strengthened; 

To improve the competitiveness of handlooms steps would 
be taken to remove, as far as possible, the cost 
handicap of the handlooms vis-a-vis the power looms 
by suitable fiscal measures; 

To improve the marketing of handloom products, 
infrastructure of marketing complexes, training of 
marketing personnel and intensive publicity shall 
be organised. Steps would be taken to upgrade the 
technical, managerial and administrative skills of 
personnel employed in the handloom sector; 

To strengthen the data base lor the handloom sector 

for better planning and execution of handlooms development 

programmes, a census of handloom shall be undertaken. 

The machinery for implementation, supervision and 
evaluation of handloom programmes shall be strengthened.
